I mention this to 
show from what trifling circumstances the 
mind will sometimes derive consolation; 
for though the whole plant was not larger 
tian the top of one of my fingers, I could 
no: contemplate the delicate confirmation 
of its roots, leaves, and cdpsula, without ad- 
miration. Can that Being, thought I, who 
planted, watered and brought to perfection, 
in this obscure part of the world, a thing 
which appears of so small importan:e, 
look with unconcern upon the situation 
and sufferings of creatures formed after 
his own image !—Surely not!

and a veventh may embrace a variety of Crook- 
sh .nks, Sheepshanks, Shufflebottoms, Higginbar- 
toms, Winterbottoms, and others of inke unsiable 
foundations.

A Novel Creed, intended for Quakers, but honorably 
by them. 

The Essay of a creed, from which the lollowing 
extracts were taken, was adop ed, and printed by 
“the meeting of sufferings,” the representatives 
of the body of the yearly meeting of Pennsyivenia, 
New Jersey and the Eastern Shore of Maryland, 
and copied on their minutes, whieh are ann 
read wn that yearly mecting tor its approbation.— 
But so much disapprobation was capressed with 
it, that the pamphiet was ordered “ not to be pub- 
lished.” Hence the work was suppressed; hut 
this cannot make it a less true, or any more 
false , and as it was evwdentl drawn up by some 
of the leading members of the soc iy, a proper 
subjeet tor ammatversion, A lew copies were put 
inte cireulation, by some means of other, betore 
the meetuny 5 and all attempts to buy them up 
since, for the purpose of suppressing them, have 
proved ineffectual. But we will keep the reader 
no longer mm suspence im regard to this smpuiar 
production: which contains some truth, but more 
error; and most of all, that which conveys no 
definite wea whatever!

Mrssus, Epi rons—Among a packet of letters, 
recently reocived from London, [have found one 
which appears to have been written by a British 
otiiccr, while on a visit in America, to his friend, 
Lord » in London. Believing it would be 


interesting to the public, I forward you a copy 
fur publication. 


‘** Niagara, Upper Canada, North 
America, January 1, 1823. , 

“Mr Lonyn—When I last wrote you, I was in 
the city of Boston, from which I have travelled 
by land to the King’s dominions, in the upper 
province of Canada, where Ihave taken up my 
residence until L shall have had a suitable oppor- 
tunity, for inspecting the curiosities of this part 
of the country. IT have already been highly de- 
lighted with several, of which I will give you a 
short description, The first that attracted my at- 
tention was the Great Ridge Road, extending 
from Genesee nver to Niagara, the length of onc 
hundred miles. Vhis ridge is sufficiently wide 
for a large state road, and to furnish the inhabi- 
tants with building ground, and with good water 
preferable to Thames. Some imagine this to be 
the work of art, the remains of some antique for- 
tification, but I should rather suppose it was for- 
merly the bank of Lake Ontario. ‘The next cu- 
riosity which greatly interested me, was the Falls 
of Niagara. Although I had frequently seen a 
description of this wonderful cataract, yet E could 
form no just conception of the immense body of 
water, the huge ledge over which it is pressed, 
the volumes of mist which continually Jarkens 
the sk.es like a large cloud, the variegated rain- 
bow forming an arch of unrivalled pendew. the 
quaking of the ground, and the thunderiig of the 
water, falling 160 feet; which may be distinctly 
heard at the distane@ of thirty miles. Never un- 
til now, coukd 1 bring my imagination to corres- 
pout with the majesty and sublimity of such a 
which, although the visitor beholds with 
the highest pitch of admiration, he is seldom seen 
to smile. An awful solemnity gathers in his coun- 
tenance, while his mind is fixed in deep contem- 
platon, On the sides of the nver, which se pa- 
rates the state of New York from the British do- 
minions, no particular fall of ground is discover. 
ed. The fall is only in the channel of the river, 
across which, the lédge of rocks rises like a dam, 
and over this an immense weight of water pours, 
shooting over the space fifty fect, and visitors, 
who have the courage to descend the ladder, may 
walk under the vast columns of water, which are 
poured with such tremendous force, that small 
fish being carried down tbe current, are continu- 
ally dashed in pieces on the Weeen rock. It is 
evident, by the appearances on both sides of the 
river, that the falls formerly were as far down the 
river, towards Lake Ontario, as Lewiston, and 
that a channel, one hundred and sixty feet deep has 
been cut by the water through a ledge of solid 
rock, for the space of seven miles. The thou- 
sandsof names which have been engraved by visi- 
tors for a century past, on the bank of the river 
at the fails, convinee me, with the testimony of 
the eldest men in their vicinity, that the ledge of 
rock is gradually wearing away, and = Ae are 
vearly becominghigher up theriver. ‘Phis-ledge, 
1 think, by the appearance docs not extend much 
farther up towards Lake Erie, and when the water 
comcs to the extremity of the rock, it may in the 
space of an hour eat a-channcl one hundred and 
aixty feet deep to Lake Erie, which will so sud- 
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drain the lake, as‘to jnundate .the lower 
of the K dominions.”

IRELAND. 

The state of Ircland is such as to excite much 
alarm, and is every day becoming a subject, of 
still more fearful interest.

Foftutately the police arrived 
in time to prevent the horrid act which was intend- 
ed.

The Qld Times says—Instcad of a 
limited monarch and a Wyal nation, Ireland has 
for ages presented to us the picture of a despotic 
oligarchy, and a people incessantly plotting or 
executing schemes of bloody insurrection, The 
picture remains unchanged: but it seems on all
